Feeders’ Day at K. S. A. €, 

A check on those present showed an at. 
tendance of slightly more than 2000 persons 
at the eighteenth annual Cattle Feeders’ 
Day held at the Kansas State Agricultural 
College, Saturday, May 24, 1930. W. ¢ 
Coffey, Dean of Agriculture and Director 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station at 
the University of Minnesota, gave a very 
interesting and instructive address on the 
relation of animal husbandry to agriculture 
in general and its influence on the quality 
of citizenship of a community. Mr. John 
Fields, President of the Federal Land and 
Intermediate Credit Bank of Wichita, Kan- 
sas, explained and discussed the possibili- 
ties of the Intermediate Credit Bank in 
serving the live stock industry as a source 
of credit. Among other interesting facts 
presented was the one that few live stock 
men realize the opportunity they have for 
help from this source. Members of the An- 
imal Husbandry Department discussed the 
following cattle feeding experiments con- 
ducted during the past year. M. A. Alex- 
ander—‘Feeding grain to _ three-year-old 
steers during the early part of the grazing 
season.” D. L. Mackintosh—‘The influence 
of bluestem grass on the color of beef.” B. 
M. Anderson—“A study of cottonseed meal, 
linseed oil meal, and corn gluten meal as 
protein supplements for fattening cattle;” 
also, “The possibility of using silage as the 
entire roughage portion of a cattle fatten- 
ing ration.” C. W. McCampbell— Utilizing 
grass in fattening young cattle for market.” 
Results of these tests may be secured by 
addressing the Kansas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Manhattan, Kansas. 

In the evening a banquet was held cele- 
brating the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
organization of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry. Some kind of instruction along 
live Stock lines has been offered at this in- 
stitution since 1867, but a separate depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry was not organ- 
ized until 1905. To Mr. R. J. Kinzer, now 
Secretary of the American Hereford Cattle 
Breeders’ Association belongs the credit for 
organizing this department and he remain- 
ed its head until 1911. He was followed 
by W. A. Cochel, now Managing Editor of 
the Weekly Kansas City Star, who remain- 
ed at the head of this department until 
1918. He in turn was followed by C. W. 
McCampbell, the present head. Each of 


these men spoke of the activities of the de- 
partment while under his supervision. Oth- 
er speakers were Dean Call of the Kansas 
College, Dean Coffey, and Mr. Clyde Mil- 
ler, one of the largest cattle feeders 1m 
Kansas.

“The bull of the century,” was the statement used in referring 
to Young Viscount, the founder of the Young Viscount line. He 
was recognized as the greatest bull of his time. His great wealth 
of fleshing and beefiness made him an unconquerable individual in 
the show ring. He was a great heifer getter but his sons were a 
wee bit disappointing. We find him breeding on in America 
through two sons—Young Hero and Ermine Bearer. Young Hero’s 
greatest son was Rugby and Rugby begot the outstanding Moon 
Eclipser and Moon Kclipser sired Bell’s Eclipser. Bell’s Eclipser 
followed his sire Moon Eclipser as the chief stock bull of Wood- 
lawn and one of the beau- 
tiful illustrations where

Belfast would be the second outstanding son of Black Wood- 
lawn, having some phenomenal sons and grandsons, Black Benz 2d 
and Killinger 2d were among the high scoring sites, both the sons 
of Belfast.

Erwin C. would be 
considered one of the 
strong sons of Black 
Woodlawn, his greatest 
progeny from the stand- 
point of the siring of prize 
winners is Elmore 2d with 
a score of 277 points and 
his sire Elmose taking a 
seore of 150. Erwin C. 
will also be long remem- 
bered for siring the grand 
champion Enlate who- 
scored 81 points and his 
son Elation K. making 50. 


will live and live and live 
in the minds of Breeders 
and on the pages of his- 
tory of American Aber- 
deen-Angus. His many sons of scoring descent give him possibly 
the first place among the American bred sires in the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. Earl Marshall may usurp this right in time but can- 
not be crowned king of the dead sires at this time. Black Wood- 
lawn was fortunate enough to be a good sire of both bulls and cows, 
coming from a line that was strong in producing females. It was 
rather fortunate that he possessed the ability to sire good bulls. 

The greatest of his sons was Oakville Quiet Lad. We find 
that Oakville Quiet Lad had 14 sons with scores on the chart and 
some of them with scoring descent. His strongest son was Kileen- 
mere 4th making a very commendable showing as a sire of prize 
winners from 1920 to 1929, and his son Kileenmere 15th, a young 
bull, has a score of 109 points. The International grand champion 
Idolmere scored 129 points and might have proved to be one of the 
great sires of the breed if he had not met death enroute home after 
being made grand champion in Chicago. Other strong sons were 
Idler of Rosemere, the sire of Elwin Idol, with 186 points, Black- 
mere 4th scoring 93, begetting Glencarnock Evenmore with a score 
of 42, Laddie of Rosemere came through with 91, Idolmere 4th 
had 84 and Prizemere 5th 69. Oakville Quiet Lad and his scoring 
descent are responsible for 1503 points of the 8680 points of the 
oung Viscount line.

Black Dale, another good 
son of Black Woodlawn, 
bred on through two sons, 
and his highest scoring 
progeny was Bandon. Then Glenfoil Thick Set, one of the greatest 
individuals of the Black Woodlawn line, many times champion, de- 
serves to be mentioned. He sired Blackcap Sir with 83 points, who 
in turn sired Blackeap Brunas with 92. But Glenfoil Thick Set 2d 
will be remembered and will live on through his phenomenal daugh- 
ters. Elixir Earl, a great grandson of Black Woodlawn, scored 107 
points. There are many other younger bulls which give promise 
of carrying the Black Woodlawn colors on. 

Eden, one of our high scoring sires, traced to Moon Eclipser 
back through Eclipser Blackbird. The other son of Young Vis- 
count, Ermine Bearer, previously referred to, bred on through Ab- 
botsford. And this line of breeding is mainly represented by the 
International Champion Kloman, the sire of Plowman, a champion 
with a high score and sire of Playman of Sunbeam, a champion 
with a score of 114 points. Kloman was also the grandsire of Mer- 
aman of Tierra Alta, the bull that will live because he is the sire 
of Prizemere 9th. Prizemere 9th made an unusual record of 410 
points, being a show bull himself and dying at the age of four 
years. Without question he would have been one of the greatest 
stock bulls of history had be lived. He has eight sons with a score 
of ten or more on the chart, the greatest of these is Prizemere 32d, 
a young sire with a score of 235 points.

My Trip to Scotland 


or AV Few Personal Observations of a Cowman 


By Kenneth McGregor. 


My trip among the herds of Scotland was the real thing I had 
been looking forward to. Mr. William Watson, manager of the 
Candacraig herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and the Balcairn herd 
of Shorthorns owned by Mr. F. L. Wallace was on hand at Aber- 
deen with a car and chauffeur to start out on the trip with me as 
soon as the important part of the sale was over. We started out 
at noon. With us was Mr. Ward Jones of the C. P. R. Railroad, 
Calgary, Alberta. Mr. Jones is Agricultural Superintendent for 
the railroad, and is intensely interested in all breeds of live stock, 
especially Holsteins, Aberdeen-Angus, and Shorthorns. The first 
place we stopped was at the famous Duthie farm where so many 
wonderful Scotch Shorthorns have been produced. I saw at this 
farm as fine a lot of Shorthorns as I have ever seen. Mr. Duthie 
Webster, the successor to Mr. William Duthie, is keenly interested 
in the herd and is continuing the work of his uncle in building this 
herd better every year. The 
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Matilda. They told me of the large number of cattl 
Wilkins in the early days to export to the United rng & at. 
farm we saw a lot of wonderful breeding cows and a postion 
fine lot of yearling and two year old heifers. We saw there pd 
one of the greatest breeding bulls of the breed in Scotland “ ‘ 
douin of Candacraig” a son of the famous Prince of Salonica Be. 
douin of Candacraig is a very straight, level bull, very smooth 
throughout and a bull with plenty of scale and lots of character I 
noticed this about all the best cattle in Scotland and it applied to 
this first herd I saw, and that was that the cattle were almost all 
clean throated, not extreme crest to the neck of the bulls and not 
extremely short necks. This gave them a very cleancut appear 
ance with not so much weight in front as a lot of our cattle 
seem to have. In talking with breeders I find that they do not lke 
extremely short necks as in their opinion short necks mean lack 
in character, carriage and

ready. I saw the shortest leg- 
ged Shorthorn bull at this 
farm that I have ever seen, 
and taking it all the way 
through I would say that this 
was the finest herd of Short- 
horns I have ever seen. 

We then visited the Dur- 
no farm, another famous 
Shorthorn breeding establish- 
ment. Here we saw another 
wonderful herd of Shorthorns 
of great scale and thickness. 
We were particularly interest- 
ed in seeing the Durno farm

On the road from Water- 
side to Candacraig we passed 
the farm of Mr. George Cran 
of Morlick. We stopped in to | 
say hello to Mr. Cran and see | 
his cattle. When I knocked 
on the door a fine looking 
young man greeted me. This | 
is Mr. Cran’s son, who is stay- | 
ing on the farm and is going 
to succeed his father as a fa- 


because we knew William 
Durno at Calgary, a cousin of 
the proprietor of this farm. 
Durnos are known as among 
the greatest breeders in Short- 
horn history. From Durnos we went to Mr. Watson’s home at 
Baicairn. Here we had dinner and spent the night. Every minute 
of this stay at Mr. Watson’s was enjoyable. We talked cattle all 
evening and I found Mr. Watson not only a most delightful host 
put a most interesting man and widely informed on every thing 
to do with cattle breeding. The next morning we saw the Balcairn 
herd of Shorthorns and I must say that it was a marvel to me. We 
saw a two year old bull here that was as good a bull of any breed 
as I have ever seen. We saw a wonderful group of yearling heifers 
all very much alike and all of wonderful type and quality. I no- 
ticed that in all the Shorthorn herds we went to, a short legged 
thick type was wanted and this type seemed to me to be uppermost 
in the minds of the best Shorthorn breeders of Scotland. The Bal- 
cairn herd of Shorthorns -is the old Edgecote herd of England. Mr. 
Watson has been with this particular herd of cattle almost all his 
life and as a result knows the breeding, the history, the type and 
the record of production for generations back for every cow in his 
herd. This is a large herd of Shorthorns, one of the largest in 
Scotland. 

The next morning we said good-bye to Mr. Watson’s family 
and started with Mr. Watson early in the morning for his Canda- 
craig farm where the Aberdeen-Angus cattle are kept. This is 
about fifty miles away and in the trip we covered a portion of the 
most fertile and beautiful part of Scotland. We passed ruins of 
old famous castles, we passed old historic spots where great bat- 
tles were fought, but most interesting of all we passed many fa- 
mous farms, made famous through the great cattle they had pro- 
duced. The first place we stopped was at Waterside, the old Wil- 
kins farm, famous in Aberdeen-Angus history. Mr. Wallace has 
purchased this farm and has on it a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
As I looked at the buildings on this farm I couldn’t help but think 
of the old picture I have so often seen of Mr. Wilkins standing out 
in front of some of these barns holding his famous cow Waterside

Messrs. Cran showed us some of the finest Aberdeen-Angus 
females I saw in Scotland, and I don’t think Mr. Cran’s farm ever 
had a finer lot of Aberdeen-Angus on it than it has right today. 
If it ever had any better then they must have been marvelous. | 
was particularly impressed with Mr. Cran’s Evolution Ericas. 
These all descend from the cow Evolution 3d of Ballindalloch, a 
cow Mr. Cran purchased from Ballindalloch some years ago. Ap- 
parently most of Mr. Cran’s herd today descend from this cow, al- 
though she is comparatively a new addition to the herd. I saw lots 
of heifers at Mr. Crans that I would have liked to bring home with 
me. I was delighted to see Mr. Cran with such wonderful cattle 
because of the fact that I knew Mr. Cran before, but especially be- 
cause of the fact that although Mr. Cran is now seventy-eight 
years old and in his own words to me “I am about all in, McGreg- 
or” he still is building the herd. His ambition no doubt is to leave 
this herd to his son better than he got it from his own father. The 
Crans have lived on this farm for over one hundred years as ten- 
ant farmers and Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been there all the 
time. Isn’t it a wonderful thing to see a record like this and to 
know that these good herds do not get old and die out with the 
owners but rather are kept on the up grade and are continued from 
one generation to the other with no diminishing qualities. . 

Before we left Mr. Crans we went into his house as he said 
to have one drink. There we saw cups that Mr. Cran’s cattle had 
won at the leading shows for the last sixty or seventy years. It 
was with an inspired feeling that I left Mr. Cran’s farm that morn-

Echo’s Evermore Goes to Dr. Sublette of Kentucky 


s Thompson of Cortland, Indiana, 
anaee Povo a select lot of cattle for 
his draft sale which was held at the farm 
adjoining the town, on Wednesday, June 
Ath, 1930. The cattle were in excellent form 
and attracted buyers from many states as 
is shown by the accompanying list of sales. 
Thev were sold into West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, and bids 
were present from at least five other states. 
Local buyers furnished no competition for 
the outsiders owing to the very dry condi- 
tions prevailing in that vicinity, however 
the outside folk made up for what was lack- 
ing in the local demand. Col. Cooper did 
the selling, assisted in the ring by Messrs. 
Judy and Bradshaw. The day was hot and 
dry, however a good stiff breeze prevailed 
which made it very comfortable beneath the 
big tent—except that it got pretty warm at 
times for some of the bidders. | 

For the first time in the history of the 
writer’s experience at ringsides the cattle 
this day were sold in order catalogued. The 
nine bulls went through at an average of 
$214.00, with Dr. S. O. Sublette, of Ver- 
sailles, Kentucky taking Lot 3—Echo’s luv- 
ermore 429981 at the top price of $525.60. 
This was a January 1929 calf with an en- 
viable show ring record and looking the 
part of a real herd bull. He was sired by 
Elmere Echo by Elmore 2d by Elmose and 
out of Evergreen Erica 4th by Blackcap 
Kidd by Eston of Denison. The doctor also 
took the second high bull, Everytime Echo 
2d, at $330.00. This one was by Enecho 
Peer and out of Etna 2d of Greenwood, a 
cow that has been in the habit of producing 
show calves. ; 

The cow top was reached when Blackbird 
Elmore 378107, a great show cow of excel- 
lent scale and substance passed to J. Gar- 
vett Tolan of Farmingdale, Illinois, at 
$415.00: She is a daughter of Elmore 2d 
and out of the great old breeding cow 
Brookside Blackbird 50th, a granddaughter 
of Black Woodlawn and Edward R. Geo.

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Mobley, there are 
three boys, Julius and Raymond, who are 
grown, and William, who is just playing his 
first games with the freshman high school 
basketball team at Mt. Sterling. Three live 
boys they are, who have a hand in every- 
thing that is doing about the fields, mead- 
ows, barn lots, and in the home of Meadow 
View Stock Farm. 

This farm bears out its name—for it is 
really a stock farm in a very true sense of 
the word. Thirty brood sows having two 
litters each a year produce a great many 
pigs which are raised and fattened accord- 
ing to the best sanitary methods. The sows 
and pigs range the pastures in the summer, 
and in the winter they find exercise and 
feed in the cornfields which are sown to 
soybeans and hogged down in the fall. 

Hogs are not the main line of live stock 
here, however. The fields and pastures in 
summer are filled with beautiful black dod- 
dies. One hundred and more pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, some in their work- 
ing clothes, and others fitted for show or 
sale, make a visit to Meadow View a de- 
light to the live stock lover. For 26 years, 
ever since Dean started taking an active 
business interest in the farm with his fath- 
er, they have had pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. Before that, the feedlots were 
filled annually with grade Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, some of them bought as feeders, and 
others raised from a grade Shorthorn herd 
topped with an Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

Selection and breeding to choice sires 
have produced a herd from which steer 
calves have shown to high honors in the 
show rings. Mr. Mobley and his three sons 
cherish the ambition that some day when 
the grand champion steer at the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exhibition is acclaimed, 
it will be one bred, fitted, and shown from 
Meadow View, and that one of the boys will 
be at the halter. 

At the time of my visit late in December, 
there were five cows and one bull ready for 
shipment to the mid-winter sale of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Chicago. In 
the fields was a breeding herd of beautiful 
big cows, and in the lots were steer calves 
on feed, and heifers from last season’s calf 
crop. 

In one special stall and yard was a calf 
that has been selected by Raymond for his 
entry in the 4-H Calf Club contest this year. 
It was not on feed as yet, but was just get- 
ting used to being separated from the rest 
of the herd. Talk about a stylish baby calf 
—low to the ground, beautiful coat, and 
trim! It may not be a winner, but it has 
everything that goes to the making of one, 
provided it keeps a good appetite. Ray- 
mond has a good 4-H beef calf club’ record, 
having fitted and shown four years at the 
East St. Louis Producers’ Calf Club Shows, 
winning reserve champion in 1926 and 1927, 
and grand championship in 1928. These 
calves were all of Meadow View breeding.

Whole Family zs Interested 7z Good Live Stock 


A near dispersion sale some ten years 
ago reduced the number of cattle on the 
place to a small herd of just a few choice 
specimens. The present herd of more than 
a hundred has been produced since then, of 
course with sales of fat, steers, baby beeves 
and breeding heifers and bulls in the mean- 
time. 

The Mobley home was remodeled and 
modernized the past summer, and there is 
still some work to be done in restoring the 
plantings about the house. 

“It is some job,” said Mrs. Mobley, with 
a laugh, “to try to remodel a house and live 
in it at the same time. Lots of funny things 
happen, but the funniest was when they 
got to taking out the dirt for the basement 
under the dining room. There was no floor, 
of course, and the men took out thedirt 
with a pair of mules and a scraper. Here I 
was doing the housework on three sides of 
that room, and down below in plain sight 
was this team of mules coming in and going 
out all day long.” 

It sounded funny enough to hear her tell 
about it. with such added details as the 
boys had to offer. But funny or not, the 
result is a beautiful home, within and with- 
out. 

The spacious, well-lighted living room 
with its big fireplace, and comfortable furn- 
ishings, the library with its desk, and book- 
cases filled with cattle records and currsnt 
literature. the dining room, with its table 
spread with good things from the modern 
kitchen, including the best angel-food cake 
man ever ate—bar none—the long, roomy 
sun porch at the front of the house—this 
winter the Mobley family has been repaid 
amply for the discomforts of the past sum- 
mer while making the old house new. 

Dean Mobley has a high regard for an- 
cestors, especially his father. All of his life 
he worked with his father, guided by the 
advice and counsel of the man who never 
grew old to him. His father’s business 
acumen was keen. His judgment of his 
fellowmen was well balanced. His devotion 
to his religion was unwavering. His love 
for peifection in every detail of farming 
was a rule of life. Such was the father of 
Dean Mobley—and so Dean hopes all the 
generations of the Mobley family to follow 
will be good farmers and good citizens. 

Mr. Mobley believes in running his own 
affairs in a business-like way, but when 


affairs of semi-public trust are turned ov- 
er to him for administration he puts his 
best into them, also. This is illustrated in 
the revival of the Mt. Sterling Farmers’ 
Cooperative Elevator, which had a tough 
time getting along. In fact, it went in the 
wrong direction and was labeled a failure. 
Taking hold of this situation as president 
of the company, instilling confidence into 
the board of directors, hiring a competent 
manager, aid installing the audit service 
sponsored by the Illinois Agricultural As- 
sociation so that the stockholders could 
know where the company stood financially, 
has resulted in a recovery and growth which 
is a credit to all concerned. So outstanding 
was this piece of work that Mr. Mobley was 
invited to present its results at the annual 
meeting of the Illinois Agricultural Cooper- 
atives Association, and did so in a paper, 
which for presentation of facts and giving 
full credit to everyone who helped in the 
least degree and particular credit to him- 
self, is a masterpiece. 

Brown county cattle and hog feeders use 
much more feed than they produce, and the 
cooperative handles a great volume of this. 
Mr. Mobley says that in his own feeding 
operations he uses much more feed every 
year than he is able to produce on his farm. 
This brings much fertility to the land, and 
he supplements this by using limestone and 
raw rock phosphate as needed. About 30 
acres of sweet clover are plowed under ey- 
ery year. The blue-grass pastures are kept 
fertilized and are pastured in a way that 
keeps them productive—pastured at the 
right time. There is a marvelous beauty 
about a big rolling bluegrass pasture, with 
just enough timber left on it, filled with 
doddies knee-deep in grass—say along in 
the late afternoon when the long shadows 
fall across it. It is a picture painted on the 
broad canvas of the surface of the earth— 
a bit of perfect detail, which should fill with 
pride and joy the heart of the man whose 
artist’s soul has directed his farming art to- 
ward its production. 

Beautiful pictures in the productive fields 
and pastures—and in the home, happiness, 
good will, patience, forbearance, and lives 
very useful to themselves and to their fel- 
lowmen—such are the things one meets 
when he visits the family of Master Farmer 
Mobley of Brown county, Illinois.—D. O. T.

New Uses for Soybeans. 

Increased utilization of soybeans in the 
last ten years has resulted in a rapid in- 
crease in acreage and production, and has 
advanced the crop to a position of major 
importance in American agriculture. The 
soybean was brought to the United States 
from Japan and has been known here for 
the last 100 years. However, it is only 
within recent years that its real value has 
been recognized. It is now grown in most 
of the States in the eastern part of the 
country. os 

The principal use of soybeans in the Unit- 
ed States has been as a feed for live stock. 
Recently, however, attention has been giv- 
en to the extraction of a valuable oil con- 
tained in the seed. Another use for soy- 
beans in this country is as a human food. 
These beans have been utilized for many 
centuries by the people of oriental coun- 
tries, and indications point to their wider 
use here as human food. 

With the increased production of soy- 
beans, definite knowledge of their feeding 
value for live stock was needed, and several 
of the State experiment stations conducted 
feeding tests with all kinds of live stock. 
Results of a number of these tests are sum- 
marized and included in a new publication 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1617-F, “Soybean 
Utilization.” 

As a feed for live stock, the bulletin says, 
soybeans offer a wide range of uses. The 
feeding value of the seed compares favor- 
ably with that of other concentrated feeds. 
Soybean hay, it has been found, may be fed 
profitably to all kinds of live stock. As a 
forage crop soybeans may be used as hay, 
mixed ‘with corn and used for silage, cut 
and fed green, or pastured. . 

A feeding test at the Iowa station illus- 
trates the value of soybeans as a feed for 
dairy cattle. In this test cracked soybeans 
proved to be worth $60 a ton when old pro- 


cess linseed meal was worth $45 a ton. The 
beans were palatable, the report says, and 
had no harmful effects on the cows. 

The oil content of soybean seed has been 
the basis of a new industry in sections of 
the country where the beans are grown ex- 
tensively. Several mills in the Mid-Western 
and Southern States are now crushing do- 
mestic-grown beans for oil and meal. Many 
cottonseed oil mills in the South have been 
equipped to crush soybeans. 

The soybean is a legume, and is used as 
a soil-building crop in sections of the South 
and Middle West, where the soils are acid 
and the clovers do not grow well. It has 
almost displaced the “cowpea” or field pea 
as a soil improvement and hay crop in 
parts of the South. 

Besides reviewing the feeding tests con- 
ducted at the experiment stations, the new 
bulletin discusses soybean utilization for 
oil, meal, soil improvements and as a hu- 
man food. Copies of the bulletin may be 
obtained, as long as there is a supply avail- 
able for free distribution, from the Office 
of Information, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.

Return Better Than Ever. 

There is quite an interesting story in con- 
nection with the recent purchase of a herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle by B. G. Vanatta, 
of Aledo, Illinois. For the past two years 
Mr. Vanatta has never failed whenever we 
met him to make inquiry after a foundation 
herd. His ideals were so high that the lo- 
cating of a herd for him proved in itself 
quite a task. Finally he succeeded in find- 
ing in North Dakota just what he had been 
looking for and this is what Secretary 
Hugh McWhorter of the Mercer county Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association had to 
say when advising of the deal: 

“Between twenty-five and thirty years 
ago R. A. Candor, of Cogswell, North Da- 
kota, purchased from his cousin W. L. Can- 


- dor, of Aledo, Illinois, his entire herd, which 


constituted the largest shipment of puie 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever made from 
Mercer county to one man, and the return 
of this herd to its new owner B. G. Vanatta, 
of Aledo, marks the largest shipment of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever re- 
ceived by a local breeder. 

“During its ownership by R. A. Candor 
only the best bulls were used so marked im- 
provement is noted. This shipment consist- 
ed of thirty three and four year old cows, 
all by a Congdon & Battles bred bull, a Mc- 
Henty Blackecap by Prizemere 9th, with 
nineteen calves at foot by one of Hartley’s 
Eline Erica bulls, a grandson of Blackcap 
Revolution. 

“Approximately thirty head of these cat- 
tle are Blackbirds, all descendants from a 
heifer calf that was included in the original 
shipment. She was sired by Prather’s old 
herd bull, Woodlawn, from the same dam as 
Black Woodlawn, and out of a cow by old 
Gay Lad. The balance are Ericas and Queen 
Mothers with the exception of four Prin- 


‘cess cows. If trade continues as at present 


these good young cows cannot help but 
prove profitable and under the watchful 
care of Mr. Vanatta’s nephew and partner, 
Clair Munson, should also be the occasion 
of much pleasure to these new breeders, but 
old time Aberdeen-Angus fans.” 

While on this trip Mr. McWhorter pur- 
chased for his own account five choice year- 
ling heifers by this same bull. Since the 
cattle arrived at the Vanatta farm Hugh 
has purchased a young bull calf to develop 
for a herd sire for himself. Blakley & 
Hyatt also purchased another herd bull 
prospect.

see this good herd returned to Illino;

After the calf was purchased, he wa 
brought home and fed on a balanced ration 
of corn, oats, oilmeal, alfalfa hay ad's 
little barley at the last of the feeding. per 
iod. He was fed in a dry lot with a grain 
feed three times a day and with the hg 
after he was turned out in the barn lot t 
night. He was in a dry, well bedded stalj 
all the time in the day. Every morning 
and night he was led to a tank of fresh 
water and at noon water was carried to 
him. After he had drunk, he was given 2 
feed in a trough on the floor, the purpose 
of this was to make his back higher and 
straighter and stronger. The stall was a 
dark, dirt floor in the northeast corner of a 
dry shed. He was kept in a dark place go 
that he would be protected from flies, 
When the flies were bad, a burlap blanket 
was put over him for protection against 
them. A blanket and a dark room was used 
in preference to fly spray, because sprays 
as a rule will blister the hide and burn the 
hair and it will never completely recover, 
while the blanket will both keep the flies 
off and tend to make the hair have a more 
glossy look and lie down closer to the body, 

As Show time approached, the head and 
tail of the calf were sheared so as to show 
more quality and look better. The hoofs 
were trimmed and washed. Then all through 
the last month every evening the calf was 
trained to stand properly. 

In the Show at our home County Seat, he 
took third place in his breed, Aberdeen-An- 
gus, and fifth in the sweepstakes, but in the 
St. Joseph Interstate Baby Beef and Pig 
Show, he did not get placed as only twelve 
out of each breed were placed. Then the 
champion of each breed is judged for Grand 
Champion. In the sale ring, he sold on the 
average after the first prize calves were 
sold, but a few cents above the market—his 
price being $15.75 per cwt. 

At the beginning of the feeding period, 
April 1st, he weighed 605 pounds and at the 
end, October 3d, when shrunk three per cent, 
he weighed 951 pounds. This was a total 
gain of 346 pounds which made a daily gain 
of two and two-thirds pounds per day. The 
cost of producing 346 pounds gain was 
$16.70 per cwt. 

The original cost of the calf was $80.00 
and the cost of feeding him was $57.90, 
making a total against him of $37.90, 
brought $15.75 per cwt. and thus making a 
margin of $36.45. with $28.00 in prize 
money.—Doyle Foland, Grant City, Mis- 
souri.

Glencarnock Revolution 6th 384963 was Ist prize bull calf at Chicago in 1924, This same year 
he was grand champion at the Minnesota State Fair. In 1925, he was again taken to Chicago and 
he was again the outstanding 1st prize winner in his class. Since that time he has not been shown, 
but has been used heavily in the Hartley herd, where he has proven a most successful sire. In 1928, 
a son of Revolution 6th, Blackbird Bandolier of Page, was junior champion bull at the North Dakota 
State Fair, and the Central States’ Fair, at Aurora, Illinois, and was a member of the Hartley Group 
of three bulls and two bulls which swept the shows of America in 1928. Blackbird Bandolier of 
Page was never defeated except by his stable mate, Revolution of Page 2d, grand champion bull at 
Chicago, 1928. In 1929, Blackbird Bandolier of Page was grand champion bull at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition and is said, to have created a sensation at that show. Edellor of Page, another son 
of Revolution 6th, was 1st prize senior bull calf at the Chicago International, 1928. Barbaloution of 
Pave, another son, was Ist prize bull calf at the 1928 Wisconsin, Minnesota and South Dakota State 
Kathlyne of Page, a daughter of Glencarnock Revolution éth was junior champion female at

the 1928 Provincial Exhibition at Brandon, Manitoba, 
champion female at the 1928 Montana State Fair. 

Please note that he was purposely produced as a herd sire for the Hartley Herd. Eveline of 
Page, his dam, is a full sister to Ensign’s Eline of Page, grand champion of the breed in 1921. She 
was purposely bred to Blackeap Revolution, grand champion of the breed at Chicago in 1923 on the 
chance of producing an outstanding herd bull for the Hartley Herd. This combination of the blood of 
Ensign of Glencarnock and Blackeap Revolution produced Glencarnock Revolution 6th and he is cer- 
tainly living up to all our expectations as both a show and breeding bull. 

In 1929 Questor of Page, another son, has been the 1st prize bull calf through all the Canadian 
circuit. Was also Ist prize bull calf at the Wisconsin and Minnesota State Fairs and was Ist prize and 
junior champion at the Kansas State Fair at Hutchinson, Kansas. Another son of Revolution 6th, 
Blackbird Perfect. of Pave 7th, was junior champion at the North Dakota State Fair, 192%. Erica 
of Pave, a daughter of Revolution 6th, was grand champion female at the 1929 Canadian Shows, 
and at many 1929 State Fairs. 

The 1928 and 1929 winnings of the calves by Glencarnock Revolution 6th stamp him as one 
of the greatest sires of the breed in America today.

were Geoiginas of Burnside. This is a fam- 
ly that there are very few of in America, 
and a family with a great record in Scot- 
land, and they are very highly thought of. 
This is a Ballindalloch family and has no 
connection whatsoever or in any way with 
the Georginas of Rothmaie. This latter 
family are in this country in quite large 
numbers and are rated plain, however they 
do not come from the same foundation cow 
at all and should not be confused with these 
wonderful Ballindalloch Georginas which I 
will refer to quite often in describing these 
Scotch herds. 

After seeing the cattle we went into the 
house with Mr. Watson for lunch and theve 
sat down to a real roast beef dinner which 
we all enjoyed to the limit. After dinner 
we sat around the fire place and talked cat- 
tle for over an hour. I found Mr. Watsona 
wonderful student of animal breeding and 
equally well informed on both Shoithorn 
and Aberdeen-Angus pedigrees.
